Gam ate' & advantage is its retail 
price of £59.99. This makes It a 
tenner cheaper than the GameSoy 
and £70 cheaper than the Lynx. 

Like the GameBoy, which has 
already established a following 
since its October launch, the 
Gamate is a very compact machine 
and features a green screen (52mm 
x 50mm) which displays LCD 
graphics in lour shades of grey. 
Cheetah have also launched a 
series of seven gamas cartridges 
which rely on classic styles of 
gameplay and retail at £14.99 a 
piece Witty Apee< the cartridge 
supplied m the Gamate pack, is a 
varialion on the Digger games of 
old.
